TION 
With two of our industries in 
town running at full capacity 
night and day, employing in the 
neighborhood of three hundred 
hands, and with other industries 
running on a_ smaller scale, 
making ‘in all a very substantial 
’ monthly pay roll, it has often oc- 
- curred to The Review that busi- 
ness in all: lines was not as brisk 
us it should be. For this reason 
we have taken the trouble to do 
a little bit of investigating. The 
result, although not surprising, 
under the circumstances, has 
been a little bit disappointing, 
We find a large percentage cf 
the men‘ employed in the differ- 
ent industries are foreigners, 
who are either single men or 
married men who have their 
wives and families living in for- 
eign countries. They batch it, 
and are living in shacks, eunse- 
quently one would hardly know 
they were in town as least so 
far as their being any good to 
the town commercially is con- 
cerned. 
As most of our white men, 
‘both married and single, are en- 
hsting, this state of afafirs is 


only to be expected, but it does 


seem too bad that while the 

~ brawn and brain and blood. ot 
our country’s best is being sacri- 
ficed on the altar of justice and 
honor, the brothers and fathers 
and sons of the men whose bitl- 
lets they are facing, are living 
in a state of peace and plenty 
here in Canada. 

What is the remedy? There 
is none, This war’ must’ be 
fought through to a successful 

» finish in order that the world 
may know that right not might 
shall rule the day. In the doing 
of this the wheels of industry 
must be kept in motion througii- 
out the Empire, and our brave 
lads cannot be in two places at 
once, 

* Looking at the situation from 
a selfish standpoint, Redcliff is 
indeed suffering its proportion- 
ate share because of the war. If 
conditions were normal, if ail 
white labor were emplgyed in 
our industries now in operation, 


and if the men employed had 


their wives and families here, 
we would have a population of 
at least two thousand instead.of 
only about’ fourteen hundred. 
Business in all lines would be 
brisker and the town would be 
passing through one of the most 
prosperous stages of its exist- 
ence. 

But war is hell and we are on- 
ly contributing our share to the 
unparalleled state through whici 
the whole world is passing.

BOYS AND GIRLS AS WORK- 
ERS 


“Every one at work” is the 
call during war time. The more 
men recruited the greater the 
responsibility on those left at 
home. Men who have worked 
hard and saved some money so 
as to spend their old age in com- 
fort will be turning in again to 
help their sons on the farms or 
will step in to take the places of 
sons who have joined the colors. 
Women, the busiest of whom 
seem always able to do-some- 
thing more, will be dividing 
their time between household du- 
ties and outdoor work. Young 
men from the farm will no doubt 
gut short their term at school or 
college and lend & hand at spring 
work and stay with the farm op- 
erations until the crops. are har- 
vested, Large numbers of sol- 
diers will get temporary leave. 
Are there any others who can 
lend a hand in producing ? What 
about the boys and girls who 
nave been receiving instruction 
in school gardening? A pam- 
phlet just issued by the Domini- 
on Department of Agriculture 
sets forth in illustrated and de- 
scriptive form how school gar- 
den work: has been carried on in 
all the provinces of Canada. 
What are the boys and girls do 
ing now? What is their educa- 


tion and training worth? Here. 


is their opportunity to .demon- 
strate at home in the most prac- 
tical manner what they have 
been taught at School. The boys 
and girls of Canada, thousands 
in number, should be able to dv 
their bit in conducting small 
gardens at home. Boys’ and 
girls’ patriotic gardens should 
produce tons upon tons of fresh 
vegetables for their home sup- 
ply, and they can readily learn 
how to*put up the surplus fo 
winter use. What pleasure the) 
can getethis year in growing 
food in the home garden and 
thus helping their fathers and 
mothers! Production along this 
line is patriotism. 

Then what about waste ma- 
terial? Old paper and rags are 
needed in our industries, so are 
metals and bottles and rubber 
and a score of other things. The 
country needs material and can- 
not afford to have waste. The 
saving and use of waste are as 
important as production. Boys 
and girls can make money out of 
scrap. 

The soldiers at the front 
would. like to get news from 
home. Boys’ and girls can send 
thém some papers. Wrap up 
the papers and mail them to The 
Canadian Red Cross, 14 Cock- 
spur Street, London, 8.W., Eng-
